MILLER GRANTED 
RIGHT TO APPLY 
TO PARDON BOARD 


Youth Serving Lengthy 


Term For Robbery 
May File Applica- 


tion; "Pal" Has 


Been Freed. 


John N. Miller, Gettysburg, sen- 


tenced April 28, 1919, to not less than 
27 nor mere—than 33 years, for~as- 
sault with intent to kill in a holdup 
and robbery at the grocery store of 
Abner S. Mills, Baltimore street, was 
granted an application for a pardon 
at the Wednesday meeting of the state 
board of pardons, it was announced by 
the secretary of the board in Harris- 
burg today, according to the Asso- 
ciated Press. 


Miller, with a companion, entered 


Mills' store late one night just as the 
proprietor was about to close for the 
day. 
When they demanded money, the 


storekeeper thought the young men 
were joking. In an argument, which 
followed, Miller shot Mills in the head. 
Only a few dollars were secured in. 
the robbery. Miller's companion was 
granted a pardon last November, and 
is now "making good" in Philadel- 
phia. His term was not as severe as 
Miller's. 


Rehearing on the application for 


pardon filed by Henry E. Brock, Phila- 
delphia, was also allowed by the state 
board of pardons at its Wednesday 
meeting. 
Ho was refused a pardon 


last November. 


Brock was convicted of murder in 


the second degree in 192:5 and given 
a minimum sentence of -six years in 
the Eastern Penitentiary. The crime 
for which Brock was sentenced was 
the running down of three people by 
his automobile. 


Miller was refused a pardon by tho 


board on December 24, 1924, the first 
time he applied for freedom.

WHEAT TUMBLES 
TO NEW LEVEL1

Cents a Bushel As Chicago 
Quotations Go Up. 


Although Chicago wheat prices took 
a sudden jump of 6 cents a bushel. 
Wednesday, putting the May wheat at 
$1.70% a bushel, farmers in this sec­ 
tion found that instead of soaring to 
this level local prices declined sharp­ 
ly IO cents a bushel on the same day. 
Prices at the elevators in this vicin­ 
ity had been running about $1.60 a 
bushel up until Wednesday when the 
drop occurred, the present cash price 
now' being $1.50. 
This drop was ex­ 
plained by a prominent dealer as be­ 
ing due in a large measure to the 
“holding off” by fanners, who have 
grain and who were expecting the 
commodity to go higher, and also to 
the lack of market with the mills. 
At the present time, according to tho 
dealer, there is practically no mar­ 
ket with the flour companies and the 
demand is exceedingly light. 
While the prices on the board o£ 
trade of Chicago were relatively high, 
it is entirely of a speculative nature 
and on a May option.

This crop was one of the six largest 
state apple crops in--the entire nation. 


The apple industry in Pennsylvania 


is rapidly being placed on a commer- 
cial basis, as is evidenced from the 
increase in number of large orchards 
and a gradual disappearance of the 
farm orchards so common in many 
sections of the state a hundred years 
ago. 


The shift in apple production from 


the farm orchards to the commercial 
districts is shown by a comparison of 
the 1920 and the 1925 federal censuses. 
The north, northwest, northeast, west 
central and central sections of the 
state show a decrease during the five- 
year period, while the east central, 
southwest, south, and the southeast 
show an increase in number of bear- 
ing trees. The greatest decrease was in 
the northwest section, whilethe greatest 
increase was in the southern section 
comprising Bedford, Fulton, Franklin, 
Adams, Cumberland and York coun- 
ties.

CROPS RETARDED; 
NEED MORE RAIN 


Unusual Weather Delays Growth 
About Three Weeks in This 
Section; Orchards G^xod. 


Philadelphia, May 27.—The synop- ^ 
sis of weather and crop conditions in I 
Pennsylvania for the week 
ending ( 
May 25, as compiled by the Phila-j 
delphia Weather Bureau, is as fo l-! 
lows: 
Moderate rains, averaging about a 
half inch for the week, were general 
and very beneficial, but they were* 
generally insufficient to break the 
drought and put the 
soil 
in good 
condition. 
They 
did 
temporarily 
counteract the damaging effects of 
the 
drought 
and 
stimulated 
the 
growth of most crops, but more and 
heavier rains are 
needed 
soon for, 
best results. 
Hail was reported by several cor­ 
respondents, but 
with 
no 
serious 
damage. 
The week-end was cold with frost 
in many places. 
Farm 
work 
made 
good progress and appears to be gen-! 
orally well up to the season although 
a few correspondents report it as be­ 
ing backward. Corn planting is near­ 
ly finished in the southern counties, 
and is getting well under way in the 
northern portion of the state. 
Early 1 
planted fields are coming up slowly, 
and in many instances unevenly. 
Pastures and meadows 
are 
im­ 
proving somewhat, but are needing 
good heavy rains. 
In 
most 
places 
the pastures are 
furnishing enough 
feed for stock, but the grass is short] 
and growing slowly. 
Oats 
is 
im-J 
proving, but will 
be 
short 
unless 
good rains are received soon. 
Wheat 
is in fair to good condition generally, 
but promises to be short of straw, 
especially on heavy soils.

sections it has come out better than} 
was anticipated early in the spring,

Orchards •Thriving 
Gardens have 
improved somewhat 
during the week, 
but truck crops 
generally need heavy 
rains 
and 
a 
little higher temperatures in order to 
do well. 
Orchard fruits are reported 
in good to excellent condition 
with 
no material damage by frost. Straw­ 
berries need rain. 
Raspberries and 
blackberries reach down into the sub­ 
soil and have 
not 
been 
materially 
affected by the shortage of moisture. 
A general deficiency of rainfall in 
all parts of the state has resulted in 
a slow growth of crops, and in those 
sections 
where 
the 
temperature 
deficiency is large the 
growth 
has 
been 
still 
slower. 
Crops 
in 
the 
southeastern counties are apparently 
about ten days to two weeks late, and 
are about three weeks late in the re­ 
mainder of the state.
